This “Carmencita and the Bar- 
ber’—wrought in the racy jazz 
speech of the New York streets 
and told to the rhythms of the 
Charleston—has, I think, been 
finely imagined and executed with 
Savage glee. It falters only once, 
and then considerably. The greater 
part of the second of its four 
acts is given over to a dull, heavy- 
handed, dreary effort at comic re- 
lief, wherein Lulu Belle seduces 
and robs a passing bankroll from 
Syracuse. As written or as played 
(or both, perhaps), this emerges 
as a leaf out of a burlesque show 
that cheapens and depresses an 
otherwise living, unflagging play.

As we changed our course, an English shell hit the water 50 feet 
away from us. The resulting gusher nearly drowned us. Finding 
myself in a corner of the bridge on the floor beside the commander 
of the boat. both of us soaking wet, we looked at each other 
thinking for a moment the boat had been hit-—-and then got up, 
observing our boat emerging from the water like a mad submarine 

Reaching our five big cruisers under Admiral Hippen, we found 
them engaged in a murderous battle with the English fleet. They 
were lined up alongside the enemy, pursuing a course due north- 
west with rapid changes of speed and direction. By this time con- 
versation was impossible; so we stuffed our ears with cotton for 
protection against the indescribable uninterrupted roar of some 
800 guns. Around us shelis fell like hail. 


NLY the big cruiser Derfflinger between my boat and the 
enemy saved us from being hit time and time again. Every 

vun of this great ahip fired at top speed and, although some 
50 feet distant, my boat viclently shook and trembled at the ia- 
charge of each broadside of the cruiser’s ten 10-inch gune Realiz- 
ing by now the tremendous numerical superiority of the British, I 
was atraining my eves looking for some sign of ships on the horizon 
due south-—the direction where 1 knew our battleships to be. They 
alone could save us. 

Suddenly the big cruiser Luetzow, just ahead of us, slowed 
down speed, thus forcing us and the following ships to stop. Mov- 
ing backwards for a few minutes the great ship-—then the pride cf 
the German Navy—flew the signal, "Am unable to move. 

Mystified as to the cause of this, our situation became extremely 
critical and only the big cloud of smoke now appearing in the South 
—__our battleships——-indicated reiief for us, providing we could last 
long enough under the terrific fire of the English. They, undoubt- 
edly, also saw our approaching assistance, for they now made every 
effort to destroy our few remaining ships before the larger part of 


v* 


our fleet arrived. 

A literal hell of a cannonade and destruction followed. In an in- 
describable roar and a rain of shelis I saw two of our light cruisers 
sink like rocks, my boat proceeding to fish out of the water as 
many of the crew as we could without stopping. The English con- 
centrated their fire on our big Luetzow, which was now an easy 
Half a flotilla of smal! torpedo boats flew past us. On

The little boat trembled under the tearing force of her tur- 
bines. In my thoughts I bid the rest of the world good-by. We 
shot past the big ships, and, throwing every precaution aside, 
moved straight towards the enemy. 

To meet the attack, the English opened a terrific fire from their 
five-inch guns. Two of our boats simply somersaulted and went 
down head-first, having been hit by shella under the waterline on 
their bows. 

His megaphone in one hand and gripping the rail with the other. 
our commander, standing near to me, yelled back: “Heady, tor- 
pedoes!"’ 

The English fire now reached its height. We certainly did not 
expect to come out of this alive. The rear mast and part of the 
rear smokestack had been shot away. I did not notice it then

‘Turn,’ the commander yelled, “let loose torpedoes!"’

Letting the engines slow down, the commander looked at ms 
and grinned Looking back at him, I understood why he grinned 
We were both black as Negroes from the thick clouds of English

N THE meantime our dreadnaughts, under Admiral Behnke, 

had arrived and under the leadership of this best-liked and 

most capable officer in the German Navy the battle took 
a decided turn in our favor, several of the British ships com- 
mencing to retreat under the united fire of our now nearly com- 
plete fleet, even though our gunners, having to aim due west into 
the setting sun, were under a decided handicap as «hs 
Queen Mary was burning and soon commenced to sink. Front 
down, entirely ablaze, the great ship slowly disappeared into the 
waters, a frightful sight in the dusk that meanwhile had descended. 

Our destroyers then became separated from the fleet in the on- 
coming night, and forced themselves in the opening of the Skager 
Rak. the waterway between Jutland and Norway Subsequently 
we received radio orders from Admiral Scheer, the chief of our 
fieet, who had come to the scene when nearly all was over, to pro- 
ceed home around the north end of Jutland. During our trip 
along the shores of the Danish Islands, early the next morning 
(June 1), the tslands inhabitants, who had heard the terrific roar 
of the battle the evening before, cheered us loudly, coming to the 
shore in swarms 

Reaching the port of Kiel, we had just one ton of fuel oi! left 
and quickly replenishing our supply we continued through the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Canal to Wilhelmshaven At the opening of the 
Jad» Bay, the Wilheimshaven port, we met the mala part of the 
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FRANK WEISHAUPT, as he appears today 

in St. Louis. He has four and a half years 

of active service in the German Navy to 
remember. 


fleet and seeing the battleships in daylight 
for the first time could see the frigh:ful- 
ly marred cruisers and men-o war. Every 
available tank and salvage steamer was 
out helping the only one that was 
seriously damaged, 8 M. 8S. Seydlitz, 
which was near ainking. This was the vet- 
eran cruliser’e third encounter In every 
fight she had got the worst of it. For reaa- 
ons of pride, the German Navy made su- 
preme efforts to get the ship into a dry 
dock. This was finally accomplished after 
nearly a week, when every deviee known to 
naval engineers had been employed to keep 
her from sinking 

The light cruisers came in each one with 
aA heavy load of rescued crews, among them 
several hundreda of Pritish sailors who were 
pickéd up during the night after the battle. 
Th: saddest aspect of the battle was the re- 
maval of the dead and eriticall) wounded 
at Wilhelmshaven Navy yarde where for 
two days the undertakers’ cara came and 
went in masses, 


NQUIRING among the survivors about 

the fate of the big cruiser Luetsow, it 

was found that this is what had hap- 
pened: : 

The German warships at that time car- 
ried a dévice known as a torpedo net for 
protection against torpedoes when anchored 
at sea The net was of very heavy steel 
wire meshes and in its length covered 
nearly all of both of the ship's sides, being 
swung out at the ends of heavy iron bars 
operating like a horizontal pendulum. At 
sea the nets were rolled up and fastened 
with chains alongside the outer edge of the 
ship's deck. During the battle several shells 
etruck and broke these chains and the net 
unrolled, sliding down the outside of the 
ship aud dragging around behind where the 
propellers caught it, tearing most of it down 
and completely ensnaring themselves. Thia, 
of course, quickly stopped the great ship 
and the enemy, noticing her standing atill, 
coneentrated hia fire upon her for nearly 
half an hour 

S. M. 8S. Derfflinger bad eight British 
shells of the 38 centimeter type. each weigh- 
ing about 800 pounds, Iying in her coal 
tanks. Fortunately for the ship, they dia 
not explode. This man-oO-war's own guns 
were all worn out. Some of the 16-centime- 
ter guns were completely split open at the 
mouth, with strips rolled up on the outside. 
They had been firing most of the time at a 
epred of from twelve to sixteen shots per 
ninute whercas the 30-centimeter guns dis 
charged as many as seven of the %00-pound 
shells per minute each. 

Our most distinguished wounded was Ad- 
miral Behoke, who, refusing the compara- 
tive safety of his flagship’s heavy armored 
tower, waa the only man aboard to stay in 
the open, giving his orders through the ob- 
scrvation slits from the outside of the tower 
on the bridge. A shell fell and exploded 
atop of the tower, Behnke being seriously 
cut and bruised on his back and hip by a 
fragment A hospital attendant came out 
and rendered first ald to the officer, who was 
sitting down and leaning against the tower, 
continuing to make his observations and 
giving orders. Coming Into port, he was 
taken to the hospital ship Sierra Ventana, 
where for several weeks physicians were in 
doubt as to whether he would live. 

When, several days later, Kaiser Wilhelm 
II came to Wilhelmshaven to thank the 
navy personally, his majesty gracefully 
called on Admiral Behnke, leaving an iron 
cross for him at his bed. This officer was 
the outstanding hero of the battle Today 
he has passed into complete obscurity. 

This ended the Battle of Jutland. Once 
more we returned to routine. Again I joined 
my comrades aboard 8. M. 8. Koenlg 
Albert first job was to remove the 
bhip’s tory ets..

To where? To Berea College, usually. 
It is the only school I know anything about 
where a boy or a girl can stay a year for 
4250. Wery few who come to Berea have 
that much, but you can work your way 


through, here. As a matter of fact, every 
student must do two hours’ manual labor 
a day in order to meet the requirements. 
(The school does not attract many rich 
men's sons.) To stay here most Berea stu- 
dents have to work longer than two hours 
a day. They come expecting that. Many 
boys arrive in overalls. (Oxford bags mado 
of denim, you know.) Most of the giris ar- 
rive with a school outfit consisting of ging- 
ham dresses, cotton stockings and_ stout 
shoes. (‘'Mother, dear, I must have a fur 
coat. Ali the girle at school have them.) 
The check-in at the treasurer's office re- 
veals pitiful secrets. Here's a lad from 
Horse Creek, Kentucky, come to school with 
$17.95. Here's a girl from Buzzard s Roost, 
North Carolina, with her wardrobe packed 
in a shoebox and $6.15 cash.

the students employment 

the college operates a broom factory, printing 
plant, weaving and basketry shop, dairy, 
farm, power house, bakery, hotel and sev- 
eral minor enterprises. The college kitch- 
ens, dormitories and other buildings are op- 
erated by student labor, under supervision. 
The school charges no tuition and supplies 
board at $2.50 a week and room at 60 cents 
a week. It pays the students from 12 to 
16 cents an hour for their work. and as the 
cost of a meal is about 11 cents, a student 
can pay for his board with two hours’ work 
a day. 

For those too poor to pay even this low 
rate there are cottages where giris, chap- 
eroned by a woman teacher, ‘‘board them- 
selves.’ Their folks send weekly bundles 
from.home; the girls cook and keep house 
and zo to school). (‘Dear Mother: The so- 
rority has laid another assessment for maid 
service, 80 I guess I'll have to have more 
money.) But, whatever their financtal 
condition, the students must work at real 
tasks for two hours a day, and they must 
keep above paasing In their studies all the 
time. (These rules alone would almost de- 
populate the average .university.) 


O ONE who ?beaves a luxurious city 
| home on pleasure bent (and a littl 
studying, incidentally), Berea might 
seem a cheerless place. But to the young- 
ster from Coondog Hollow, Tennessee, it 
niust be a rare adventure. Huge spic and 
span brick buildings. Electric lights. Run- 
ning water. Steam heat. Good food thrve 
times a day. What luxury! What excite- 
ment! 

The college management protects § ite 
charges from disillusioning contrasts. Berea 
is a sterniy guarded democracy. It is no 
disgrace to work your way tbrough school 
here. Everybody does it. Overalls are 
quite as correct as sport flannels. More 
wear overalls than flannels here. Gingham 
dresses are all the rage, and it is fashionable 
to make your own. I haven't seen a single 
coonskin coat. It might be dangerous to 
wear one, as some far-sighted mountaineer 
from a neighboring peak might take a shot 
at the pampered undergraduate, mistaking 
him for a bear. A girl's fur coat would be 
so conspicuous as to fall into immediate dis- 
repute. i

The dean asked him why he

These are just college stories, of course, 
and go to make up the atmosphere of what 
1 discovered to be jolly old Berea. For 
Berea is a happy place. It has its tradi- 
tions, its old brick and ivy-covered build- 
ings, its absent-minded professors, and its 
youth. When I arrived on the campus stu- 
dents were sauntering to and from Classes, 
bareheaded in winter, according to the latest 
collegiate mode, and a very restful scene It 
(‘‘Now, Mother, don’t be an old fory. 
and I most certainly 


Was. 
Lipsticks are all right, 
will not wear that petticoat you scent me.) 
It was guite a treat to see fresh-faced co- 
eds with enough on to keep them warm. A 
min uses his eyes too much on the aver- 
age college campus. And it was such a re- 
lief not to see canes, or cigarette holders, or 
peari-gray, double-breasted vests, and not 
to hear: ‘Haw. What I! mean, smooth. 
Yes, | guess we're not the berries. They 
sent the house mother to a seminar or some- 
thing and we all pariored in. Did we? Oh, 
naughty, naughty!’’ No one talked iike 
that at Berea while I was there. The co- 
eds at Berea have two social evenings a 
week, which means that with several wom- 
en teachers present they greet young men 
in the parlors of the women’s dormitories. 
Everybody in school except the seniors must 
be off the streets by 7:30 o'clock in the eve- 
ning and in bed by 10:30 p.m. Seniors are 
allowed to go to bed when they please. 


\ OLLEGIATE? No, these youngsters 
C didn’t seem to have the time for it. I 
visited the various college workshops 

with C. Byrd West, the alumni secretary. In 
the kitchens some jolly college boys were 
peeling potatoes. In the bakery another 
gang of wild American youths were stuffing 
cookies into big ovens. In the print shop 
others who are the despair of the older 
generation were solemnly setting type on 
linotype machines for The Pinnacle, the co)- 
lege paper. We looked in at the cow 
barn, where college seniors were milking 
(there is something sublime in watching 
a college senior milk a cow) and we 
visited the “log cabin,’’ where girls are 
taught handicrafts. There I was shown a 
marvelous assortment of hooked rugs, coun- 
terpanes, luncheon sets, etc. In a corner a 
very pretty co-ed was running a small hand- 
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mitted. (‘Dear Dad: The Betas are a buim 
crowd at this school. I'm pledged Phi Delta. 
They've got six letter men and the niftiest 
date list tn school.) No Berea student 
can afford to spend money on soctal affairs 
For the same reason the school prohibits 
smoking. The coat of a package of ciga- 
rettes is equal to a meal here: the studenta 
need food more than smoke. Nor are auto 
mobiles allowed. (‘‘Dear Mother A boy 
who hasn't a car is out of it at this dump.) 
No boys are out of it at Berea. No girls are 
out of it because they do not wear a sorority 
pin. (‘Now listen, Mother. I know it costs 
a lot, but a girl might just as well be dead 
as to be nonsorority at this school.’’) The 
saine reasoning applies to other apparently 
silly rules. For instance, gin parties are 
frowned on at Berea. (Any college man 
knows that gin is expensive.) Dates are 
prohibited, partly because there is no place 
to go and partly because the college author- 
ities do not think that children should be 
allowed to wander around by twos and twos. 
unchaperoned. This probably is an archaic 
notion (we wonder what the college comics 
would say about it), but the idea seems to 
work out pretty well at Berea. The chap
